er* for domestic use must be confined 
to two pounds and sales to rural con­ 
sumers to five pounds. 
The telegram 
continues: 
“ Despite th e acute sugar situation, 
it is not d esirable to cut off th e use 
of su g ar for hom e canning or p re­ 
serving. and you may, therefore, co n ­ 
tinue to sell su g a r for this purpose up 
to twenty-Hve-pound lots at one tim e, 
provided you ta k e the signed s ta te ­ 
m ent of th e housew ife in 
the 
form 
now established. 
“S ales of s u g a r to boarding-houses 
and cam ps, m ines and ran ch es rem ote 
or difficult of access m ust be confined 
strictly to a basis of th ree pounds per 
person per m onth, and th e quan tity 
delivered at an y one tim e m ust be no 
g re a te r th an th e am ount required for 
a period of ten days. 
For exam ple, 
sales to a b oarding house serving ten 
people (th irty m eals a day) m ust not 
exceed ten pounds at o ne tim e, and 
m ust not be m ad e oftener th an th ree 
tim es per m onth.

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CONFUSING THE ISSUE 


Editorially 
under 
the 
title, 
'‘Confusing 
the 
I "sue,” the Riverside Press has joined in the warn­ 
ing to the dry forces to keep to the program of the 
Fresno convention held last February. 
Yesterday 
the same question was discussed by the Register. 
The menace of dividing the dry strength has caused 
the situation to be made the subject of considerable 
comment. 
Here is what the Riverside Press has to 
say: 
Unless there 
is a more general 
refusal to 
sign petitions, the dry issue in California this year 
will be clouded and confused by the presence on the 
ballot of two or three different propositions. 
The 
Rominger bill, which eliminates saloons but permits 
the sale of wine and beer in hotels and cafes, is al­ 
ready assured a place on the ballots, and efforts are 
now being made to add a more liberal amendment 
and a "bone dry” amendment. 
Commenting on the 
situation, the 
Fresno Republican says under the 
heading "Don’t Sign:" 
The Examiner, which, to balance its 
many debits, has at least the Rominger hill 
to its credit ( Rominger was merely the rub­ 
ber stamp; don’t be fooled into voting for 
him for lieutenant governor; the bill is 
H earses) comes out with a warning to peo­ 
ple not to be fooled into signing petitions to 
I nit any more alleged anti-saloon hills on the 
ballot. 
It i" a good warning and should be 
heeded. 
The immediate warning is against a 
fake hill. now being promoted by some of the 
breweries. It pretends to he an anti-saloon 
hill, hut actually it would merely substitute 
tables for bars in the existing saloons. 
The 
saloons could sell anything they can now, 
with less restriction". 
They could even sell 
whisky, by serving the “chaser” in the same 
glass, and they could "ell it undiluted to 
drink outside. 
W ith this exception, and 
with the change of the bar to a service 
counter, "everything would go," worse than 
now. The bill is a fake, and an intentionally 
deceptive one, rigged out to fool people into 
voting for it instead of the Rominger hill. 
'I’lie hest thing to do is. if possible, to keep 
it off the ballot .by refusing to sign any peti­ 
tions for it. 
The Rominger hill is on the 
ballot already and needs no more signatures. 
hor that matter, the same rule ought to 
1 
apply to the bone-dry petition which some 
misguided Southern Californian" are circu­ 
lating. 
D on’t sign it, even if you believe 
in making California bone-dry. 
Thi" is a 
place for team work. 
The organized dry 
forces o f California, after full consultation, 
have agreed to concentrate efforts on two 
measures, the Rominger hill and the ratifi­ 
cation of the federal dry amendment. 
To 
force a hone-dry "tate amendment on the 
ballot at this time would not make Califor­ 
nia dry, and it would confuse the issue and 
might postpone making the nation dry. 
W ithout the backing of the organized dry 
forces it would be certain not to p a s s , and 
its failure to pass might be used by some 
legislator" as an excuse for not voting to 
ratify the national amendment. 
A real in­ 
jury to the prohibition cause might there­ 
fore result from the mere putting of tim 
amendment on the ballot, while no jxjssible 
harm could Gome from leaving it off. 
"The Republican i" in error in stating that 
organized tenqierance forces have endorsed the 


sentatives of the U nited States railroad administra­ 
tion. 
The effect o f Aitis order will be to-take away the 
authority of the presidents o f the respective rail­ 
roads, but it is thought that in many cases the presi­ 
dents o f the railroads w ill be made federal managers. 
It will largely be a change o f status and authority 
rather than o f personnel, and while not militating 
against the welfare o f the various roads, will secure 
the fullest co-operation and unity in the government 
administration of transportation. 
It is simply a fed­ 
eralization of railroad management. 
W ith tilts change will com e a large reduction in 
salaries, though it is believed that most o f the regional 
directors will receive a greater salary than Secretary 
M cAdoo himself. 
Director General M cA doo states that the policy 
adopted will be applied with the greatest possible 
regard for all the interests affected, and with a view 
to preserving intact, so far as reasonably practical, 
the operating organizations o f the railroads.

Beet Sugar 
From “Munsey” 
To a great many people the sugar scarcity* of the 
past eight months remains more or less of a mystery, 
in spite of investigations and testimony, in spite of the 
calculation of such factors as the cutting off of the Ger­ 
man and Austrian sugar crop, the difficulty in shipping 
Java’s sugar to Europe, the diversion of a large percent­ 
age of the Cuban crop to England, the canning campaign 
of last summer, aud all the various explanations which 
are given of our long-continued shortage. 
Perhaps we are the better for the experience. 
Dur­ 
ing the past fifty years our annual sugar consumption 
increased from a little less than fifteen pounds per 
capita to nearly ninety pounds. 
From this we may de­ 
duce one cause of the increased prosperity of the coun­ 
try and one reason why, in consequence of this prosperity, 
we were as a nation headed for diabetes and various 
other physical ills. 
War rationing has halted for the present this reck­ 
less consumption of sweets. 
The actual shortage felt 
during the winter by probably seventy-five per cent*of 
the population has invited public attention to the fact 
that although we are a nation possessing vast aieas 
suitable to the production of both cane-sugar and beet- 
sugar, we import nearly eighty per cent of the sugar 
we consume. 
It is true that a great proportion of this 
sugar comes from a nearly contiguous territory, the 
island of Cuba, but the experiences of the period just 
passed show how easily the flow from this source of 
supply can become unsettled, accessible though it is. 
Under government fostering, the beet-sugar industry 
in the United States bas made long strides. It is capable 
of much greater development. 
Germany, the pioneer in 
this industry, more than quadrupled her production be­ 
tween the years 1863 and 1883. 
In 1890 beet-sugar mak­ 
ing was in its Infancy here. It produced 2367 tons of raw 
sugar. 
In the year 1914-1915 the production of this sort 
of sugar had risen to 722,<E54 tons. 
If we are to beat 
Germany on the battle-field we ought to be able to on 
the beet-field. 
The path of the manufacturer of beet-sugar is not 
strewn with roses. 
He must erect an expensive plant, 
which stands idle two-thirds of the year. It is absolutely 
necessary t hat it should he near the source of supply, 
and the success or failure of the venture depends in a 
great degree on the attitude and co-operation of that 
source of supply—in other words, on the fanner who 
grows the beets. Yet, in spite of all such drawbacks, the 
industry has proved profitable to both grower and manu­ 
facturer. 
With respect to the interdependence of farm and 
factory, the beet sugar industry is of especial interest. 
In contrast with the general tendency toward centraliza­ 
tion of power and the growth of large combinations in 
all industries, the sugar-beet provides a bulwark for the 
individual producer, for it has been demonstrated that 
the small farmer can grow beets at a lower cost per 
acre than that for which they can be produced on a large 
scale by the sugar companies needing them. 
An industry which represents such wholesome eco­ 
nomic conditions, and which helps to make a nation 
self-sufficient in one of the necessities of life, is a good 
one for any country to encourage.

endeavor and ordinary effort is waste. 
“ M an-powcr is lowering while the world demands greater pro­ 
duction than ever before. 
L o s labor must produce more . ( Jbviously, 
short-cut methods mu st be used. 
"Transportation is one of the first element-. 
It enters into 
gathering the raw materials, preparing and distributing them. 
The 
consumer pays for transportation in every article he buys. 
"T he truck is the short-cut in transportation. 
It is to business 
today what the reaper was to the farm when the Civil war called 
the young men out of the fields.

Fuel A dm inistrator 
Garfield made it plain even if steel is 
available for a larger production, he 
will be compelled to limit the fuel 
for the m anufacturer of pleasure att 
tom obiles in the season 1918-19 to not 
over 25 per cent of that consum ed for 
this purpose in the season 1917-18.

For truck and tractor ignition it is 
now customary to use magnetos with­ 
out battery auxiliaries, and as the en­ 
gines in general are so large that it 
is difficult to spin them, a so-called 
impulse starter aids greatly in start­ 
ing the engine, 
especially 
in 
qpld 
weather. 
A magneto with impulse starter in­ 
corporated has just been brought out 
by the Bosch Magneto Company, 
of 
New York. 
The starter is of the type 
making use of coiled springs. 
It is 
located between the magneto arma­ 
ture and the driving shaft. 
When the 
engine is cranked the 
armature 
is 
held stationary by means of a 
pawl 
while energy is beink stored up by the 
compression of the springs. 
After the 
driving shaft has been turned througf. 
a certain aitgle the pawl is released 
by a cam and the energy stored up in 
the springs imparts to the armature 
a quick rotary movement, resulting 
in the production of a hot spark. 
When a speed of 120 revolutions per 
minute is attained .by the engine the 
impulse starter is automatically disen­ 
gaged and the j>ower is then trans­ 
mitted through the springs 
of 
the 
starter to the magneto armature, the 
starter acting as a flexible coupling. 
In order to set the starter, a lever 
mounted on a shaft projecting from 
the starter housing at the front is 
moved 
to 
the 
operative 
position, 
either directly or through a suitable 
linkage. 
The starter is so construct­ 
ed that if it should be accidentally en­ 
gaged while the engine is running, it 
will not go into operation or to the 
magneto. 
The only attention said to 
be required by the starter is the sup­ 
ply of a few drops of oil very four or 
five weeks.
